DOMESTIC GUANO. 
Recently there‘has been much written in 
regard to the Lobos guano question, which 
has caused no small stir among the importers 
of this manure, in England and this country. 
The annualsemoval of organic. ma‘ter, con- 


‘nnd stalls of the reral distriets of our count- 
ry, will, no doubt, i in time, oblige every thrifty 
farmerto useimported manure, containing 


wanting in his‘soil, for the prodaction of re- 
fianerative crops. Thecheapness at which 
these foreign manures of a good quality can 
be afforded in the American market, will be 
a subject of great interest to the agricultural 
producer, iu all parts of pur country. 

Yet every American farmer should be con- 
stantly impressed with the vast interests 
connected with his profession, in saving 
: his money, to be otherwise expended in im- 
provements, increasing the productiveness 
of his lands, and thus putting within his 
reach, ata mall outlay, the means of render- 
ing them more and more fertile, as every suc- 
ceeding crop is gathered into his garner. ..

Early in tember, the T hoid Fever made 
its sppeatanee | in the vicinity of the College,

It was reported that 25 or 30 Students had 
the fever at one time, and that none in College 
wéte well. The truth is, we had at ho time ox- 
ceeding two cases together of the fever; tho’ 
as many as‘five or six of the Students may have 
been unwell at the sametime. Numbers left in 
perfect health, and eome bave stayed, who have 
|,continued well all the time.
